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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-16, 18-20 and 27-39 are pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 30 Oct 
2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-16,18-20 and 27-39 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants fail to provide basis for 
the claims as now set forth wherein the particulate materials are water soluble and 
water is the liquid. Furthermore, the examiner has been unable to find basis therefore. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 


6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 


prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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7. Claims 1-16, 18-20 and 27-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Guraya, US 6,737,099. 
Guraya (figure 2, and 7a-12c; column 7, lines 50 et seq; particularly lines 57 et seq, 60 
et seq and 64; examples and claims) discloses contacting a cereal flours with aqueous 
media to form a slurry followed by deagglomeration of the starch granules by subjecting 
said slurry to high shearing via a microfluidizer and subsequently sizes the particles. 

Guraya (column 7, lines 50 et seq) discloses the starting particle size may be up 
to 250 microns and said starting materials may be partially processed by treatment with 
an enzyme or alkali solvents. The enzyme would be expected to exist in the materials 
until consumed and reads on the claims which are open to other ingredients and lack 
any concentration limitations. Furthermore, said partially processed starches would be 
expected to contain at least trace amounts of dissolved sugar. 

Guraya (column 8, lines 32 et seq) teaches subsequent to microfluidization the 
deagglomerated material is subjected to density based separation and optionally size- 
separation between the microfluidization and the density based separation. The claims 
do not exclude further steps. 

The particles processed in the Guraya process would have inherently had a 
higher average particle strength than the starting material as a necessary result of 
deagglomerating. It is reasonable to conclude the deagglomerated particles that are 
individual granules have a cohesive force binding the granule, which is more 
homogeneous and stronger than the cohesive force of the agglomerated particles 
based on their much lower points of contact. 
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To the extent the Guraya reference differs from the claims in the sufficiency of 
the process in a single example or the purpose of processing the materials or the 
density of the materials, Guraya teaches each of the process steps for their 
advantageous function. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of applicants' invention to employ said process step for the functions 
taught in the Guraya reference. Some variation of the process as taught in the Guraya 
reference would have been within the level of one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of applicants' invention for the advantage of forming deagglomerated particles of 
uniform size. 

Guraya (column 9, lines 12 et seq) further teaches coating the particles produced 
in the Guraya process with protein or other ingredients. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skilled in the art at the time of applicants' invention to employ 
conventional ingredients such proteins and other conventional ingredients to increase 
the density of the particles and thus also the strength thereof. 

Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at 
the time of applicants' invention to employ conventional ingredients such enzyme 
granules, proteins, and other conventional ingredients in the conventional 
deagglomerating process of Guraya for the advantage of deagglomerating the particles 
for ease of use and stability. 
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Claims 36-39 have been herein included since no quantitative value has been set 
forth for the starting materials and the degree of un-agglomeration is relative. 

8. Claims 1-16, 18-20 and 27-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over USA Secretary of 
Department of Agriculture, WO 02/078457. WO 02/078457 corresponds to US 
6,737,099 relied on above. WO 02/078457 is deemed to have the same disclosure but 
is prior art under 35 USC 1 02(a). The basis for this rejection is otherwise the same as 
above and said above basis based on the disclosure is incorporated herein. 

Claims 36-39 have been herein included since no quantitative value has been set 
forth for the starting materials and the degree of un-agglomeration is relative. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 30 Oct 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

1 0. Applicants assert the amendments obviate the rejections since the claims now 
recite water soluble particles. This has not been deemed persuasive for the following 
reasons: 

(1 ) Applicants' claims do not require the degree of solubility, ie, completely 
soluble or having soluble components. Furthermore, the claims do not exclude 
the insoluble materials. Flour clearly includes water soluble components. 

(2) Applicants sets forth that "The term 'Substantially avoiding 
agglomeration of particles' as used herein means that no major portions of 
particles of a particulate composition agglomerates" and that "substantially un- 
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agglomerated starting material" has some higher value than a major, i.e., 50 % in 
a bimodal distribution and possibly lower in a multimodal distribution. 

(3) Applicants cited definition encompassed the particles chosen to be 
exposed to the method of the present invention. 

It is not deemed persuasive that those skilled in the art would interpret the 
specification to include starting materials as now set forth in the claims.
